NARRATIVI SUMMARY: 


Last Tues evening, Juno 1; 1919, my wire, my children and I wre lying on 
the beach on Liami Beach. It was a clear night, stars visible, with scattered small | 
Clouds. Very still with no breeze and practically no waves. It was 8115 PM and | 
very quiet, 

Almost directly overhead, just a bit southcast of overhead, I noticed what 
I thought was a falling star. It had the familiar trail and was falling to the west 
Southwest. 

I remarked "Falling Star" and my nino year old daughter beside me said, 
"two of them". At the save instant I saw the second one to the rear of tho first one 
and to our left as wo wore lying on tho beach. It was traveling faster and nore to 
the south west. : E : 

I watchod to soe thoir paths cross, but instead of crossing, tho second ono, 
with a trail lie the first slowed speed and both movad away from each other, separ- 
ated to a distance of about five times as great as when they were closest together, 
moved in together and seperated as before. They almost touched four tines in all 
before wo lost track of thon, in this manners 

I hadn't said a word since calling thoir attention to the first "star" but 
my daughter said, "hoy are sig-zagcin(? co I know that siw saw it exactly as I saw 
it, and was not merely following the power of suggestion. 

The objects seemed to lose their "trail" as they approached each othersThcy 
were as bright as a nodium star. At first they seened to bo falling, but as they dis- 
appeared, they seemed to be traveling parallel to the earth's surface, and in a due 
westerly direction. I wouldn't ettompt to eutinate their height, or tháir specde 
They were visible for about seven or eight seconds, and when wo loot t.cm, they were 
at an anglo of about 45 doprees fron use 

They wore not planes as we would have heard the sound of the engines as it 
was very quiot, the waves made practically no sound and there was no wind. ‘hoy 
were not birds, as they travelled too fast and we would havo seen the movements of 
their wings. It was not roflected ground lights as the clouds were small and scat- 
tered and these objects had a clear sky with stars behind thom during their entire 


travel. 
I served in the Marine Corps in the Pacific during the last war, I an 
feniliar with flores, airplane lights, seardly 11515 and I'm convinced it was nono
